REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

1.  On  February  4,  1985  the  majority  of  the  Board  voted  to  exclude 
trucks  from  Hartford  Avenue  East. 

2.  Several  committees  were  formed  this  year:  Computer  Study  Com¬ 
mittee,  Government  Study  Committee,  Building  Sub-committee  and 
Salary  and  Wage  Committee. 

3.  Extensive  repairs  were  done  to  the  Historical  Building.  A  new  floor 
was  installed  as  well  as  an  alarm  system  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year. 
The  building  was  also  exterminated  for  termites. 

4.  Michael  Pasacane  is  appointed  as  full-time  police  officer  on  March 
25,  1985. 

5.  James  Purcell  has  undertaken  a  lock-up  and  dispatch  study.  This 
grant  will  be  funded  by  E.O.C.D.  at  a  cost  of  $25,000.00. 

6.  Board  votes  to  put  two  separate  non-binding  articles  on  warrant; 
one  for  exclusion  of  trucks  on  Hartford  Avenue  East  and  one  for  ex¬ 
clusion  of  trucks  on  Maple  Street. 

7.  Chief  George  Larson  goes  out  on  extended  sick  leave  on  April  23, 
1985. 

8.  After  the  May  election,  Mr.  Robert  Kelly  was  welcomed  back  on  the 
Board. 

9.  Arrangements  were  made  with  engineers  for  a  study  on  the  safety  of 
the  Hartford  Avenue  East  bridge.  The  result  of  the  report  was  that 
the  bridge  is  structurally  sound,  but  needs  to  be  widened. 

10.  Board  signs  lease  for  Cable  TV  building  for  a  period  of  five  years. 

11.  A  new  police  clerk,  Patricia  Woods,  is  appointed  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  in  June. 
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12.  Plans  are  under  way  for  dredging  of  channel  for  the  Lake  Nipmuc 
Dam  project. 

13.  This  year  we  saw  the  retirement  of  Walter  Channing,  Wiring  Inspec¬ 
tor,  due  to  ill  health.  The  Town  expressed  its  heartfelt  thanks  for  the 
many  years  of  dedicated  and  devoted  service. 

14.  Walter  Butler,  Jr.  is  appointed  as  Wiring  Inspector. 

15.  The  Fire  Department,  with  the  support  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
updated  their  equipment  and  refurbished  one  of  their  fire  trucks 
this  year. 

16.  Except  for  the  loss  of  power,  the  Town  survived  the  hurricane  very 
well  with  minimal  damage.  We  are  also  fortunate  that  the  Federal 
and  State  Government  will  reimburse  us  $15,529.00  for  the  costs  in¬ 
curred  during  the  storm. 

17.  A  rather  controversial  issue  took  place  during  the  year  concerning 
the  sale  of  school  land  to  Upton.  The  Board  feels  strongly  that  this 
land  should  be  used  for  new  school  growth  or,  if  it  must  be  sold,  it 
should  be  done  so  at  fair  market  value  with  the  proceeds  going  to  the 
school  district  for  the  benefit  of  the  children. 

18.  The  Selectmen  extended  the  tree  cutting  contract.  The  sum  realized 
from  this  is  $23,068.49. 

19.  The  Board  received  notice  from  DPW  that  the  Maple  Street  truck 
exclusion  was  denied. 

20.  Board  votes  to  take  legal  action  and  halt  the  sale  of  the  regional 
school  land. 

21.  The  Board  was  saddened  by  the  loss  of  three  former  Selectmen  who 
served  this  town  well;  Harold  C.  Barrows,  Jr.,  Theodore  Giatis  and 
Arthur  Wiersma.

To  the  Trustees  of  Taft  Public  Library: 

The  circulation  of  books  for  FY1985  (177  days)  was  3,587.  Circulation 
by  classes  was  as  follows:  fiction  1,134;  magazines  508;  juveniles  1,269; 
biography  88;  history  and  travel  159;  literature  and  fine  arts  156;  science 
and  useful  arts  148;  all  others  125. 

During  the  year,  772  new  books  were  added  as  gifts  or  purchased  from 
town  funds. 

The  Central  Massachusetts  Library  System  makes  many  things  avail¬ 
able  including  films  and  interlibrary  loan  of  books.  The  “Questing 
Beast’’  (bookmobile)  calls  every  six  weeks.  The  van  visits  weekly  to  circu¬ 
late  things  between  libraries.  This  now  includes  a  collection  of  video 
tapes  for  our  borrowers.  As  of  March  1,  there  is  a  Large  Print  Van  that 
will  be  calling  on  a  regular  basis. 

Through  the  efforts  of  Paul  Garagliano  and  the  courtesy  of  Video 
Mania,  North  Main  Street,  Bellingham,  we  have  a  television  and  VCR. 

Our  patrons  using  our  cards  may  get  tapes  from  Video-Mania. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  meet  in  the  library  the  first  Monday  of  the 
month.  They  have  run  several  fine  programs  for  children  and  adults.

REPORT  OF  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

In  the  year  1985,  the  Mendon  Conservation  Commission  worked  with 
several  building  projects  under  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act.  The  law 
applies  to  any  proposed  filling,  dredging,  altering,  or  removing  within 
one  hundred  feet  of  land  wet  enough  to  support  the  growth  of  wetland 
plants.  The  law  also  regulates  any  filling  that  is  proposed  within  eleva¬ 
tions  designated  as  one  hundred  year  floodplain.  The  Commission  issued 
orders  of  conditions  for  the  following  projects:  v 

Hilltop  Estates  road  construction  and  retention  basis  —  D.  Albondi 
Lot  6  on  Millbrook  Estates  —  J.  Calabrese  and  G.  Minardi

Lot  on  North  Avenue  —  C.  Wiegers  t 
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Lot  on  Mowry  Street  —  J.  Boczanowski 

Lot  1  on  Hartford  Avenue,  East  —  R.  Baldiga 

Lot  on  Mowry  Street  —  M.  Tetreault  and  R.  Corcoran 

Hartford  Mills,  addition,  Hartford  Avenue  East 

Lot  6  on  Sandra  Circle  —  L.  Carey 

Lot  12  on  Asylum  Street  —  D.  and  N.  Builders 

Lot  on  Millville  Street  —  M.  Calnan 

Lake  Nipmuc  Outlet  —  Division  of  Waterways

In  the  Town  Forest  off  Millville  Road,  a  selective  cutting  of  hardwood 
timber  and  firewood  was  begun,  under  the  supervision  of  an  agent  of 
New  England  Forestry.  Sabre  Enterprises  of  Upton  was  the  high  bidder 
for  the  project,  which  will  be  completed  by  spring  of  1986.  At  the  close 
of  this  year,  $4,575.00  had  been  received  by  the  town  for  the  first  phase 
of  the  wood  sale.  In  addition  to  the  revenues,  the  cutting  will  result  in 
improved  growing  conditions  for  the  remaining  timber,  specially  cut 
browse  areas  for  wildlife,  and  good  hiking  trails  for  townspeople. 

An  Order  of  Conditions  was  issued  to  the  Mass.  Department  of 
Environmental  Management,  Division  of  Waterways,  for  the  dredging 
of  Meadow  Brook  channel  south  of  Lake  Nipmuc,  and  construction  of  a 
drop-box  culvert  at  the  southerly  end  of  Meadow  Brook  wetlands,  before 
the  stream  reaches  Pleasant  Street.  Due  to  strong  concerns  by  the  Federal 
Environmental  Protection  Agency,  the  Army  Corps  of  Engineers 
delayed  writing  the  permit  for  the  work.  Conflicts  are  expected  to  be 
resolved  so  that  the  project  can  proceed  in  1986. 

Aquatic  Control  Technology,  Inc.  of  Northboro  continued  its  annual 
weed  maintenance  program  in  June.  Lake  Nipmuc  was  closed  for  swim¬ 
ming,  boating  and  fishing  for  three  days  in  accordance  with  state 
regulations. 

The  annual  town  cleanup  was  held  on  April  13,  1985.  One  hundred 
twenty  people  participated  in  cleaning  up  Mendon’s  roadside  litter. 
Appreciation  was  expressed  to  all  who  helped,  particularly  all  who  pro¬ 
vided  vehicles.  Special  thanks  were  extended  to  the  Lion’s  Club,  Kimball 
Trucking,  M.  &  T.  Trucking,  New  England  Waste  Services,  Duane 
Nelson,  The  Police  Department  and  Highway  Department. 

The  Commission  worked  with  Park  Department  in  revising  the  Open 
Space  and  Recreation  Plan  for  1986-1990.  The  plan  was  approved  by  the 
Executive  Office  of  Environmental  Affairs.  Mendon  is  eligible  to  apply 
for  state  and  federal  grants  for  the  next  five  years.

The  Mendon  Housing  Authority  has  2  programs.  At  Sunrise  Apart¬ 
ments  we  have  30  units  under  Chapter  667-1,  state-aided  low  rent 
housing  for  the  elderly.  Under  Chapter  707  Rental  Assistance  for  low  in¬ 
come  families  we  have  one  unit.  This  year  we  received  authorization  for 
one  more  Rental  Assistance  unit.

He  is  creating  a  computerized 
demographic  depiction  and  projection  of  Mendon’s  population  from 
the  1700’s  to  present. 

— Continued  to  strengthen  the  interrelationship  of  the  Historical  Society 
and  the  Historical  Commission. 

— Commission  members  have  been  participating  with  the  Town  Govern¬ 
ment  Study  Committee  to  assist  in  the  identification  of  the  town’s 
character  and  to  attempt  to  answer  the  question  of  how  new  develop¬ 
ment  sympathetically  interrelates  with  the  existing  building  stock  and 
natural  features.

The  Council  experienced  several  changes  and  many  wonderful 
advancements  during  the  year  1985.  Accepted  with  regret  were  the  resig¬ 
nations  of  Helen  Miller,  Evelyn  LaMothe,  Harold  Metcalf,  Patricia 
Perna,  Marion  Corcoran,  Louise  Dautrich,  and  H.  Val  Fay.  New 
appointments  to  the  Council  included  Peggy  Phipps,  Lillian  S.  Burnat, 
H.  Val  Fay,  and  Mary  Ames.  Don  Consoletti  was  reappointed  to  serve 
another  term. 
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Once  again,  the  Council  provided  an  on-going,  dependable  transporta¬ 
tion  system;  arranged  educational  programs;  acted  as  an  information, 
referral,  and  appli-in-take  center  for  services  and  programs  applicable  to 
Mendon  senior  citizens;  organized  social  parties,  outings,  and  trips;  co¬ 
ordinated  activities  at  the  Drop-In  Center;  provided  drivers  for  the  home 
delivered  meals  program;  and  worked  closely  with  other  Service  agencies 
to  provide  a  better  quality  of  life  for  the  Mendon  senior  population. 

The  most  significant  advancement  for  the  Council  this  year  was  the 
placement  of  a  Coordinator  of  Senior  Services.  Evelyn  LaMothe  wrote 
and  successfully  obtained  a  grant  from  the  Executive  Office  of  Elder 
Affairs  to  financially  support  the  Coordinator’s  position  for  one  year.

TOWN  REPORT  — 1985 

On  April  23,  1985,  Chief  George  Larson  went  out  on  extended  sick 
leave.  George  was  a  police  officer  for  many  years,  and  chief  for  the  past 
two  years.  He  will  be  missed  by  all,  as  he  has  decided  to  retire. 

On  April  23,  1985,  Dennis  Grady  was  made  the  new  Officer  in  Charge 
of  the  Mendon  Police  Department. 

Lt.  Dennis  Grady  is  taking  an  eleven-day  Principles  of  Management 
course  at  Southboro.  This  course  is  provided  by  the  Massachusetts 
Criminal  Justice  Training  Council  at  no  cost  to  the  town.  Lt.  Grady  has 
completed  eight  days  and  will  receive  a  certificate  in  February. 

Sgt.  J.  Martin  Auty  completed  a  special  two-week  course  for  sergeants 
only  at  the  South  Suburban  Police  Institute  in  Foxborough.  This  was  a 
combination  in-service  training  and  management  course. 

Philip  Dunlavey  completed  a  two-week  course  in  Basic  Narcotics  and 
Dangerous  Drug  Law  Enforcement.  This  was  taught  in  Framingham,  by 
the  State  Police. 

Philip  Dunlavey  and  Paul  LaPierre  each  completed  a  week  of  in- 
service  training  at  South  Suburban  Police  Institute  in  Foxborough. 

Paul  LaPierre  completed  a  two-day  course  in  Shotgun  Instruction  at 
the  Worcester  Police  Academy.  He  is  now  certified  as  an  Instructor  of 
revolvers  and  shotguns. 

Michael  Pasacane  completed  fourteen  weeks  of  Basic  Recruit  Training 
at  South  Suburban  Police  Institute  in  Foxborough.  He  is  our  newest  full¬ 
time  police  officer. 
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Mark  Bucchino  was  appointed  a  Reserve  Police  Officer  in  December. 

All  officers  received  training  and  recertification  in  C.P.R.,  and  all 
officers  were  certified  First  Responders  (First  Aid).  Both  courses  were 
taught  by  certified  American  Red  Cross  Instructor,  Mark  Bucchino. 

The  Mendon  Police  Department  now  has  a  ten-hour  a  week  secretary, 
Patricia  Woods. 

Lt.  Grady  has  initiated  Policies  and  Procedures  for  the  Mendon  Police 
Department.  These  are  personal  procedures  that  all  officers  must  follow 
when  they  respond  to  a  particular  event. 

Lt.  Grady  has  instituted  mandatory  training  for  all  officers.  The 
Reserve  Police  Officers  must  attend  classroom  instruction,  weapons 
familiarization,  and  CPR  and  First  Aid. 

Lt.  Grady  instituted  the  Reserve  Trainee  Program  for  persons 
interested  in  becoming  a  Reserve  Officer.  The  must  attend,  complete  and 
pass  all  phases  of  this  training  before  becoming  police  officers. 

The  Mendon  Police  Association  has  donated  to  the  police  department, 
a  19”  color  TV,  a  VCR  recorder  with  camera,  and  two  ambu  bags  used 
in  artificial  respiration. 

Under  my  command,  training  has  become  an  essential  part  of  this 
department.  Training  is  the  difference  between  acting  professional  or 
being  unprofessional.  I  will  continue  to  keep  the  men  well  trained.  In  the 
last  year,  much  progress  has  been  made,  and  we  will  continue  to  serve  the 
Town  of  Mendon  and  its  people  the  best  we  possibly  can. 

I  wish  to  extend  my  gratitude  and  appreciation  to  all  the  other  town 
departments  and  their  personnel,  for  working  so  well  with  us  during  this 
past  year.  We  look  forward  to  working  with  you  in  the  years  to  come.  I 
also  thank  the  men  for  their  concern,  dedication,  and  professionalism; 
they  help  to  make  this  such  a  fine  organization.

MENDON-UPTON 
REGIONAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT 

To  the  Citizens  of  Mendon  and  Upton: 

The  Mendon-Upton  Regional  School  District  continued,  during  the 
1985  school  year,  to  improve  and  develop  new  educational  programs  for 
our  students.  Administration,  staff,  students,  and  parents  worked 
together  to  raise  our  educational  standards. 

The  Parent  Advisory  and  Resource  Committee  met  on  a  regular  basis 
to  create  an  open  communication  network  between  parents  and  school 
staff.  The  Committee’s  input  enabled  administration  to  consider  parent 
and  community  viewpoints  on  various  educational  activities.  The  Com¬ 
mittee’s  efforts  resulted  in  the  formulation  of  district  policies,  encour¬ 
aged  curriculum  development,  examined  organization  and  grade  place¬ 
ments  of  students  and  developed  public  relation  strategies  which 
informed  the  communities  of  school  activities. 

A  curriculum  organizational  structure  (with  K-12  curriculum  teams  in 
each  subject)  created  a  successful  vehicle  for  instructional  improvement. 
Each  curriculum  team  developed  a  philosophy,  skills  continuum,  and 
inventory  of  existing  instructional  materials.  A  process  for  evaluation, 
purchasing,  and  implementation  of  new  instructional  materials  or  texts  is 
underway.  Funds  provided  by  the  Towns  enabled  us  to  update  materials 
in  math,  science,  social  studies  and  reading/language  arts.  The  curric¬ 
ulum  coordinators,  who  supervised  the  curriculum  process,  demon¬ 
strated  valuable  leadership  skills  in  shaping  district  curriculum  develop¬ 
ment  activities. 

The  development  of  a  comprehensive  computer  program  at  all  levels 
was  realized  this  year.  The  recommendations  of  the  Computer  Task 
Force  have  been  implemented.  A  complete  high  school  lab  is  in  place 
with  Data  General  Computers  offering  high  school  students  the  most 
modern  state  of  the  art  equipment.  An  additional  computer  lab,  utilizing 
Apple  Computers,  is  located  at  Miscoe  Hill  Middle  School.  More  Apples 
have  been  purchased  for  the  elementary  program  and  instruction  at  the 
elementary  and  middle  school  level  is  currently  taking  place. 

Two  competitive  grants  dealing  with  school  effectiveness  and  teacher 
effectiveness  have  been  awarded.  These  programs  will  greatly  assist  stu¬ 
dents,  staff,  and  administration  enhancing  school  climate  and  reinforc¬ 
ing  positive  teacher-student  motivation  techniques.  The  school  effective¬ 
ness  grant  will  introduce  a  creative  approach  toward  developing  a  partici¬ 
patory  leadership  style  at  the  high  school  level.  Trainers  from  the 
Research  and  Inservice  Institute  of  Nashville,  Tennessee  will  be  visiting 
the  school  to  implement  the  program.  This  program  will  represent  the 
first  of  its  kind  in  New  England. 
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The  adoption  of  a  new  teacher  evaluation  program  implemented  last 
year,  emphasized  the  importance  of  quality  teaching  and  its  relationship 
to  student  academic  performance.  The  development  of  a  continuous 
grade  level  testing  program  was  implemented.  It  evaluated  student  pro¬ 
gress  and  provided  feedback  for  staff.  Results  showed  that  students  in 
the  Mendon-Upton  Regional  School  District  were  achieving  at  least  one 
grade  level  above  the  national  average.  Mendon-Upton  students  are 
acquiring  the  necessary  skills  even  though  this  data  represents  only  one 
year  of  results. 

The  maintenance  and  improvement  of  school  facilities  continues.  The 
Wilho  Frigard  Gymnasium  at  Nipmuc  Regional  High  School  has  been 
totally  refurbished.  The  gym  floor  has  been  replaced  with  a  new  maple 
floor.  Walls  and  ceilings  have  been  painted,  new  lighting  installed  and 
improvements  to  the  locker  room  completed.  A  Fireman  was  hired  by  the 
district  to  operate,  maintain  and  develop  energy  efficient  practices  in 
order  to  reduce  oil  consumption,  and  provide  a  safe  heating  and  ventila¬ 
tion  system  for  staff  and  students.  Interior  painting  and  improved  tech¬ 
niques  on  floor  maintenance  have  been  implemented.  Building  care  and 
maintenance  will  continue  to  be  a  high  priority  for  the  schools  in  our 
district. 

The  Mendon-Upton  Regional  School  program  is  still  in  transition. 
High  academic  and  motivational  standards  for  students  are  reachable 
goals.  Organizational,  administrative,  and  facility  changes  are  directed 
toward  the  accomplishment  of  a  positive  teaching/learning  environment. 
New  goals  and  expectations  are  constantly  being  explored  toward  the 
achievement  of  this  end.  The  Committee  and  administration  continue  to 
look  forward  to  meeting  the  challenge  of  providing  quality  education  in 
the  Mendon-Upton  Regional  School  District.

DAY  SCHOOL 

1.  The  school  opened  for  academic  classes  and  vocational-technical 
programs  on  August  21,  1984  and  concluded  after  180  full-day  ses¬ 
sions  on  June  6,  1985.  A  full-day  session  consists  of  five  and  one- 
half  (5  Vi)  hours  per  school  day. 

The  school  year  provided  990  hours  of  instruction  of  which  each 
student  participated  in  a  dual  program  comprised  of  academic 
courses  and  specific  occupational  training  accomplished  via  alter¬ 
nating  two-week  cycles  of  general  education  and  shop  training. 

2.  Sixteen  (16)  specialized  vocational/technical  programs  were  in  oper¬ 
ation  throughout  the  school  year.  Each  was  designed  to  prepare 
young  people  for  gainful  employment.  Below  is  the  graduate  place¬ 
ment  record  of  the  Class  of  1985.

Significantly,  of  the  200  graduates  only  16  students  or  8%  did  not 
initially  determine  a  career  direction  whereas  184  graduates  or  92% 
capitalized  on  their  vocational-technical  education  to  enter  the  work¬ 
force,  the  military  and/or  to  pursue  higher  education. 

Graduation  was  held  in  an  outdoor  ceremony  on  Saturday,  May  25, 
1985,  where  200  students  received  high  school  diplomas  and  vocational 
certificates.  Seniors  planned  and  made  all  arrangements  to  hold  the  first 
outdoor  commencement  since  1970.  Class  officers  who  lead  the  cere¬ 
mony  were:  President,  Thomas  Dowden  (Upton  -  Electrical),  Vice 
President,  Linda  St.  George  (Millbury  -  Electrical),  Secretary  Jodie 
Brouillard  (Millbury  -  Electronics)  and  Treasurer,  Dawn  Cooper 
(Milford  -  Health  Services).  The  guest  speaker,  former  School  Com¬ 
mittee  Chairperson,  Anthony  Rando,  praised  the  graduates  for  their  out¬ 
standing  record  of  accomplishments  and  urged  them  to  always  support 
state-aided  vocational -technical  education.

Special  education  services  were  provided  for  116  students.  Each  of  the 
students  in  need  of  services  received  assistance  as  prescribed  by 
individual  education  plans. 

The  Cooperative  Education  Program  provided  one  hundred  and  fifty- 
four  (154)  seniors  with  actual  work  experience  during  the  school  year. 
One  hundred  and  thirteen  (113)  different  employers  cooperated  with  the 
school  by  making  positions  available  in  their  companies.  This  on-site 
job-training  of  young  men  and  women  is  a  unique  aspect  of  vocational- 
technical  education  which  assists  students  to  improve  their  skills,  earn 
money  for  their  labor  and  sharpens  their  understanding  of  life  outside 
the  controlled  environment  of  the  school. 

4.  Extra-curricular  activities  in  which  male  and  female  students  partici¬ 
pated  included: 

Interscholastic  Athletics  (Dual  Valley  Conference): 

Cross  Country  (21),  Soccer  (24),  Boys  and  Girls  Basketball  —  varsity 
and  sub-varsity  (42),  Baseball  —  varsity  and  sub-varsity  (28),  Softball 
(18),  Track/Field  (37)  and  Cheerleading  (12).

Other  Major  Activities  in  which  all  students  engaged  included:  Class 
Offices;  Yearbook  (prepared  and  printed  at  the  school;  Jr. /Sr.  Prom 
(134  couples  participated  —  held  at  the  Hogan  Center  —  Holy  Cross 
College  —  during  the  April  vacation);  Beaver  Tales  —  a  magazine  of 
creative  writings  prepared  and  published  by  students;  two  major  Blood 
Drives  were  conducted  in  October  1984  and  April  1985  where  210  pints 
of  blood  were  donated;  several  school  dances  were  held  during  the 
school  year.  A  Vocational-Industrial  Club  of  America  was  formed 
which  generated  craft  competitions  with  other  vocational-technical 
schools. 

5.  The  practice  of  serving  member  towns  utilizing  and  applying  student 
skills  resulted  in  major  and  minor  projects  being  accomplished.  Of 
particular  note,  the  two-year  renovation  project  (Northbridge  Council 
on  Aging)  was  completed  by  the  carpentry,  electrical,  plumbing,  air 
conditioning/refrigeration  and  painting/decorating  departments.  In 
March  of  1985,  those  training  programs  launched  another  project  in  the 
town  of  Millville.  The  project  consists  of  converting  an  unused  building 
into  a  modern  public  library.  Completion  is  expected  sometime  in  1986. 

The  Three  Seasons  Restaurant,  an  adjunct  to  the  Culinary  Arts  Pro¬ 
gram,  served  the  public  daily  from  11  A.M.  to  1  P.M.  The  facility  was 
used  by  hundreds  of  individuals  and  several  groups  of  citizens  through¬ 
out  the  area. 

ADULT  TRAINING  and  STUDENT  EXPLORATION 

1 .  Evening  School  Programs  were  conducted  in  the  fall  and  spring 
semesters.  Each  season  offered  training  in  the  following  areas:  Auto 
Body,  Carpentry,  Machine  Shop,  Welding,  Information  Processing, 
Graphic  Arts,  Electrical,  Electronics  and  Plumbing.  Semester  training 
consisted  of  48  hours  of  specific  skill  development  conducted  in  sixteen, 
3  hour  sessions.  The  self-supporting  adult  training  programs  — 
participants  paid  tuitions  —  was  utilized  by  171  men  and  56  women 
during  the  year. 

2.  The  Basic  Electronic  Assembler  Program,  a  500-hour  training  pro¬ 
gram  supported  entirely  with  Vocational  Education  grants  and  in-kind 
services  provided  by  the  school  district,  operated  two  sessions  —  June  to 
October  1984  and  December  1984  to  April  1985  —  where  36  adults  were 
prepared  for  job-specific  assembling  jobs  available  in  the  Blackstone 
Valley  area.  The  following  reflects  the  results  of  BEAP:

Employers  praised  the  training  received  and  recommended  continuance 
with  consideration  being  given  to  expanding  the  program.  Participants 
included  displaced  homemakers,  unemployed,  handicapped  persons  and 
persons  seeking  career  changes. 
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3.  A  jointly  sponsored  program  between  the  school  district  and  the 
Career  Development  Center  (Hopedale)  provided  job  exploration  and 
training  for  90  young  boys  and  girls  (ages  14  through  16)  during  the  sum¬ 
mer  (6  weeks  —  June  and  July).  The  vocational  programs  available 
included:  graphic  arts,  culinary  arts,  welding,  auto  body,  auto 
mechanics,  computers  and  machine  shop.  A  survey  of  participants 
indicated  that  they  learned  a  great  deal  about  the  world  of  work, 
acquired  more  direction  in  their  lives  and  definitely  recommended  con¬ 
tinuance  next  year.  Financial  support  was  provided  by  the  U.S.  and  state 
labor  departments.

Full-Year  personnel  required  by  the  district  were: 

Administrators  (2);  Facility  Manager  (1);  Custodians  (6)  and  Secre¬ 
tarial/Clerical  (3). 

2.  Adult  training  and  summer  programs  required  instructors,  aides  and 
support  personnel  who  were  contracted  to  provide  the  necessary  services. 
None  of  the  service -providers  were  charged  to  appropriated  funds. 

3.  Twenty-two  (22)  contracted  bus  routes,  scheduled  throughout  the  13 
town  district,  provided  daily  transportation  for  the  day  school  popula¬ 
tion.  In  addition,  four  (4)  specially  designed  routes  also  provided  trans¬ 
portation  for  students  after  school  hours  three  days  per  week. 


CONCLUSION 

School  year  1984-85  were  very  busy.  Much  was  accomplished.  Much 
remains  to  be  done. 

Students  and  adults  were  well  served.  The  plant  facility  was  utilized 
totally.  The  school  committee’s  policy  manual  was  completed.  The  day 
school  Program  of  Studies,  after  two  years  of  preparation  by  the  profes¬ 
sional  staff,  was  completed  and  is  ready  to  be  implemented  in  1985-86. 

In  the  continuing  effort  to  correct  building  and  facilities’  maintenance 
problems,  caused  by  budgetary  limitations,  long-term  plans  were 
developed  to  replace  the  school’s  out-dated  fire  alarm  system  and  correct 
some  long-standing  problems  associated  with  the  telephone  and  heating 
systems,  as  well  as  the  refrigeration  facilities  associated  with  the  cafeteria 
kitchen. 
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Original  equipment  (1966)  in  several  vocational  shops  was  replaced 
using  a  combination  of  federal  funds  and  local  appropriations.  This 
revolving  process  of  procuring  equipment  is  a  very  necessary  feature  of 
maintaining  relevant  and  quality  training. 

The  School  Committee,  administration,  faculty,  advisory  committees 
and  support  staff  express  their  gratitude  and  thanks  to  all  the  citizens  of 
the  Blackstone  Valley  Vocational  Regional  School  District  for  the 
encouragement  and  support  given  throughout  the  past  school  year. 
Everyone  should  be  justifiably  proud  of  the  services  made  available  by 
the  member  towns.
